TOWN WARRANT. 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Worcester, ss: 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, quali- 
fied by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, on 
Monday, the third day of March next, punctually at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the after-

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noon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to elect three select- 
men—one for the term of one year—one for the term of two years 
and one for the term of three years; and at each annual meeting 
thereafter elect one for the term of three years, as is provided in 
Section 406 of Chapter 835 of the Acts of 1913. 


Article 3. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, including the following officers: ‘Town Clerk, Treasur- 
er, Collector, Auditor, Selectmen for the ensuing year or as the 
town may vote; one Road Commissioner for three years, Over- 
seers of Poor, Board of Health, Fence Viewers, one Assessor to 
serve three years, one member of the School Committee to serve 
for three years, five Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to 
serve three years, one Park Commissioner to serve three years, one 
Tree Warden to serve for one year, and a Surveyor of Lumber 
for one year; also to bring in their ballots “Yes” or “No” in 
answer to the question: ‘Shall licenses be granted in this Town 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 4, To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
Town. 


Article 5. To raise and appropriate such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1920, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1920. 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will appropriate sixty (60) 
‘dollars toward defraying the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 10. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 


Article 11. To see what date, if any, not later than October 
15th, the Town will fix upon which taxes shall be payable. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,200.00 for building a sidewalk on West 
Main Street. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,000.00 for repairs on Hopedale Street, 
between Adin and West Main Streets. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Road Commissioners to purchase a truck for the use of 
the highway department and raise and appropriate money there- 
for. 


Article 17. To see what action the Town will take in refer- 
ence to Tax Legislation now pending before the Massachusetts 
Legislature in reference to the Distribution of the Income Tax. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ counsel to represent the Town at any hearing in 
which it is interested before a Committee of the Genral Court 
and to raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses thereof. 
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And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time set for said meeting.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs, met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, were called to order by the Clerk of said town, who 
read the warrant and under: 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was the unanimous choice for 
Moderator, the check list being used. 


Article 2. Voted: Unanimously, that the town elect three 
selectmen one for the term of one year, one for the term of two 
years, and one for the term of three years; and at each annual 
meeting thereafter elect one for the term of three years, as pro- 
vided in Section 406 of Chapter 835 of the Acts of 1913. 


Article 3. Voted: ‘That the town proceed to vote for the 
necessary town officers by ballot all upon one ballot; namely, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman, one Road 
Commissioner for three years, Overseers of Poor, Board of 
Health, Fence Viewers, one Assessor to serve three years, one 
member of the School Committee to serve for three years, five 
Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, 
one Park Commissioner to serve three years, one Tree Warden to 
serve for one year, and a Surveyor of Lumber for one year; also 
to bring in their ballots “Yes” or “No” in answer to the ques- 
tion ‘Shall licenses be granted in this Town for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors?” 


Article 4. Voted: Unanimously, that the report of the 
Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
Fire Department, and all other officers of the town be accepted 
as printed. 


Article 5: Voted: That the Chair appoint a Finance 
Committee of eleven who shall retire and recommend a list of 
appropriations for the year ensuing.

Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning Jan. 1, 1919, and to issue a note or notes 
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therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under this 
vote to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 7. Voted: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after Jan. 1, 1920, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year 
beginning Jan. 1, 1920. 


Article 8. Voted: Unanimously, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) to defray the expenses 
of Memorial Day, said amount to be paid Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 9. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money 
refunded to the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 10. Voted: That the compensation of the Col- 
lector of Taxes for the year 1919, be two hundred and seventy 
five dollars ($275.00) all the expenses connected with the col- 
lection of taxes for the year 1919 to be borne by the town and 
paid from the appropriation for the Incidental Department. 


Article 11. Voted: ‘That all taxes shall be payable on 
October Ist, and bills for the same shall be sent out on or before 
said date, and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the expira- 
tion of eighteen days from said October Ist, shall bear interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum from said October Ist. 


Article 12. Voted: To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 13. Voted: Unanimously, that the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars to 
be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy and Brown Tail 
Moths. 


Article 14. Voted: That the town raise and appropriate 
the sum of ($1,200.00) twelve hundred dollars for building a 
sidewalk on West Main Street. 


Article 15. Voted: That the town raise and appropriate 
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the sum of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars for repairs on 
Hopedale Street, between Adin and West Main Street. 


Article 16. Voted: That the town authorize the Board 
of Road Commissoners to purchase a truck for the use of the 
Highway Department, and that the sum of four thousand 
($4,000.00) dollars be raised and appropriated therefor. 


Article 17. Resolved: That the Town of Hopedale advo- 
cates the return of the money raised by the Massachusetts In- 
come Tax to the towns from which it was derived; and that it 
protests against the method of distribution recommended by the 
Recess Committee on Taxation, or any other method which will 
result in the taxation of inhabitants of this town for the use and 
benefit of other cities and towns, as a violation of the fundament- 
al rights of American citizens. 


Article 18. Voted: Unanimously, that the Selectmen are 
hereby authorized to employ counsel in behalf of the town to rep- 
resent the town at any hearing at which it is interested before a 
Committee of the General Court, and that the sum of five hundred 
($500.00) dollars be raised and appropriated to defray the ex- 
penses in connection therewith. 


Under Article 5, it was also 


Voted: That there be appropriated out of any unexpended 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer, the sum of eight hundred 
thirty-four dollars and ninety-five cents ($834.95) to meet the 
amount by which the appropriation for the Highway Department 
in the year 1918 was exceeded. 


Voted: That there be appropriated out of any unexpended 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer the sum of three hundred 
eighty four dollars and twenty-two cents ($384.22) to meet the 
amount by which the appropriation for the Incidental Depart- 
ment in the year 1918 was exceeded. 


Voted: That there be appropriated out of any unxepended 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer, the sum of seven hundred 
twenty-one dollars and twenty-seven cents ($721.27) to meet the 
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amount by which the account of interest for the year 1918 was ex- 
ceeded. 


Voted: That there be appropriated out of any unexpended 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer, the sum of seventy-six 
dollars and fifty-two cents ($76.52) to meet the amount by which 
_the appropriation for the Tree Warden’s Department for the year 
1918 was exceeded. 


Voted: ‘That there be appropriated out of any unexpended 
balances in the hands of the Treasurer, the sum of two hundred 
forty-six dollars and nine cents ($246.09) to meet the amount by 
which the appropriation for the Board of Health for the year 
1918 was exceeded. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon.

SECTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk of registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth., If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the return. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation 
to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
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clerk stating that the said birth has been properly reported to 
him. ‘The report required to be made by this section is in addi- 
tion to the report required to be made by the preceding section, 
and as above provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the preceding section shall not be re- 
quired. A physician or midwife who neglects to make and keep 
the record hereby required, or who neglects to report in the man- 
ner specified above each birth within fifteen days thereafter, shall 
for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 
The city or town clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local 
board of health a list of all births reported to him, giving the 
following facts: date of birth, sex, color, family name, residence, 
ward, physician or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The Trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that con- 
tains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citi- 
zen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the 
library will eventually contain a more complete history of our 
town than can be made in any other way. 

The Trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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Remorme tO THE “TRUSTEES: 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the thirty-fourth annual report, and the twenty-first from 
the erection of the present building. 

Early in the year the Trustees decided that the Library 
should return to its former efficiency, now that the war had ceased, 
With this vote in mind the Trustees have used the income from the 
Funds together with the appropriation by the Town for the pur- 
pose of giving the citizens of Hopedale the advantages of a Li- 
brary in keeping with the Hopedale standard of service. 

During the past year Hopedale has been growing rapidly, 
and the circulation of the Library has responded to this growth 
and to the unusual opportunities offered to the citizens. The 
circulation has risen to over 26,000, a record which gives a per 
capita circulation of eleven books. When we consider that this 
is three times the average throughout the State we see that the 
citizens of Hopedale realize the advantages open to them and 
make use of these advantages. 

A great part of this excellent showing is due the Librarian, 
who is continually devising and carrying out plans for extending 
the usefulness of the Library and making it attractive to its pa- 
trons. The Trustees realize that there is no need of telling the 
citizens of Hopedale about the efficiency of the Librarian, for 
every one who enters the Library must catch her enthusiasm. 
Her activities are so manifold, however, that few people come in 
contact with them all; and thus it may not be without interest to 
mention a few of the many means she has taken the past year to 
extend the influence and helpfulness of the Library, and to make 
it more than ever the center of the community life. 

In addition to carrying on and extending the regular work 
of the Library, she has prepared and distributed a printed list of 
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representative fiction, has prepared a list of vocational books, has 
devoted an hour on Monday afternoons to reading to the child- 
ren as they assembled on their way from school, and has organized 
and is conducting a series of meetings with the teachers for the 
purpose of extending the usefulness of the Library throughout 
the schools. In addition she has arranged an Americanization 
movement for the benefit of the Italian residents of the Town, 
and has given much time and effort towards helping them under- 
stand our language and customs. 

The demands of the regular work are such that the Librar- 
ian could not have met them unless she had had most capable 
assistance. Mr. Meade has made himself most valuable as an - 
Assistant in addition to his work as Janitor, and has been most 
helpful in both positions. 

The Branch Library in South Hopedale continues to develop 
each year. An attractive sign was added early in the spring. Al- 
though this Branch is open but one day each week, it has circu- 
lated over 3,000 books during the past year. Mrs. Smith is en- 
titled to great credit for this notable showing. 

After twenty years of service the old heater has been re- 
placed by a new one of greater heating capacity. This is render- 
ing excellent service. The Monday readings for the benefit of 
the children have made it necessary to provide additional equip- 
ment for the Children’s Room, and chairs in harmony with the 
other furnishings of the Library have been purchased. Lately 
this room has been wired for additional lighting. Perhaps the 
most noticeable improvement has been the installation of tele- 
phone service. This has already proved of great assistance, and 
its increasing use indicates that the patrons of the Library appre- 
ciate its convenience and the many advantages it affords. 

Besides these innovations the Trustees have continued their 
policy of maintaining the Library in its excellent condition. The 
floors have had their annual renovation, and the trees have been 
trimmed under the direction of the Tree Warden. 

Early in the year the Library received a bequest from the 
estate of Mrs. Frances E. Colburn. This bequest was for $10,000, 
but income taxes paid by the executors reduced it so that the 
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Town received $9,715.15. This fund—the first to be received in 
addition to those given by the members of the Bancroft family— 
was most welcome, and has added greatly to the usefulness of the 
Library. At the direction of the Trustees the following letter of 
thanks was sent Mrs. Colburn’s sister:

The Trustees recognize in this bequest Mrs. Colburn’s at- 
tachment to her native town and approval of the work carried on 
by the Library, and see in it afresh instance of the love for 
Hopedale and generous assistance for its institutions which have 
always characterized the members of the Draper family.

The Library has been most fortunate this year in its gifts. 
From the money given by General Draper twenty years ago, sev- 
eral more volumes on vocational work have been added. Then 
General Draper’s daughter, Princess Boncompagni, has just pre- 
sented the Library with 156 books in Italian. Many of these are 
Italian classics, while others are translations into Italian of some 
of our own masterpieces. The selection is particularly well 
chosen for the benefit of our Italian citizens, and must help them 
in their desire to become better acquainted with the literature and 
customs of their new home. It is a most timely and appropriate 
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gift. Mrs. Helen Draper Taft has again remembered the child- 
ren with a gift of beautifully illustrated books for their delight. 

The Trustees wish to express their thanks to all who by their 
services or gifts have added to the usefulness of the Library. 
Several of our citizens who love music have given excellent selec- 
tions on the Victrola each month during the winter. 

In conclusion the Trustees invite attention to the report of 
the Librarian which gives the statistics for the year 1919, togeth- 
er with an account of the varied activities under her supervision.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the thirteenth annual re- 
port, to which is appended the usual statistics of the growth and 
use of the library. 

This year the old lines of work have been continued and sev- 
eral new ones begun. We have circulated books to the number of 
26,161, a per capita circulation of 11.01. The reading and refer- 
ence rooms have been used by 8198 people and the reference 
work increased by the telephone installed in March. All books 
purchased, with the exception of eight volumes, have been paid 
for from library endowment funds. There have been an unusually 
large number of books given to the library during the year. Of 
the 366 books added, 15 have been put in circulation each alter- 
nate Saturday, the pre-war number. Deposits of books have been 
sent to the South Hopedale school as well as the Branch Library. 
To the teachers of the town 511 volumes have been loaned for 
school use, on a special card. Both the library and its pa- 
trons have appreciated the very generous loan of books by the 
Worcester Public Library, and in several cases this library has 
been able to loan special books to other libraries. Less than the 
‘usual number of magazines have been bound because of their 
changing size and the increased cost of binding—35 volumes in 
all. The books rebound were 128. Special instruction in the use 
of the library has been given grade VII and the freshman class 
in the High School. The usual story-hours were held in July 
and to the three children perfect in attendance books, the gift of 
an interested library friend, were presented at the Dutcher Street 
School on library day, Oct. 2. Victrola concerts have been given 
on the first Sunday of the five winter months. 

At the Branch, Mrs. A. F. W. Smith has continued her per- 
sistent effort to place the resources of the main library at the 
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disposal of the people in South Hopedale, and a circulation of 
3059 volumes, in a community of about 170 people, shows how 
marked has been her success. Early in the year a swinging sign 
was hung outside her home bearing the words, “Hopedale Branch 
Library.” In the little more than ten years the branch has been 
in operation, she has circulated 27,002 books—a strong argument 
for the well administered branch in a small outlying district. 

The High School teachers and the librarian compiled a 
short list of fiction and biography, which the library printed early 
in the year; it is called “A List of Fiction Worth Reading” and 
“Entertaining Biographies.” 

Several books were purchased from the American Library 
Association Vocation Lists, that we might be better prepared to 
satisfy a demand from returned soldiers and others. These books 
were given a prominent place in the hbrary and the printed lists 
posted. 

For the first time the children of grades one, two and three 
were invited, in January, to stop at the library on the way home 
from school Monday afternoon, and the librarian would read 
aloud to them. This was an overwhelming success, and because 
of numbers, adjourned from the Trustees’ room to the basement 
where, even with the purchase of three dozen chairs, the reading 
for several weeks had to be repeated to a second group each Mon- 
day. The children continued to come until warm weather, with 
a total attendance of 716 for the sixteen weeks. The books used 
for much of this reading were the beautiful illustrated editions 
presented in 1918 by Mrs. W. S. Taft. Again this year she has 
made a Christmas present to the library children of 13 more vol- 
umes of equal attractiveness, which we hope to use in the same 
way. 

On March 25, the Southern Worcester Library Club held an 
interesting and well attended session in our library. On the even- 
ing of October 2, the teachers came to the library by special in- 
vitation to see in what ways we were fitted to help them in their 
work. They are meeting with the librarian once a month and to- 
gether a course of summer reading for the grades is being com- 
piled. 
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During October the librarian called on the families of Itali- 
an birth and invited the women to come to the library on the af- 
ternoon of October 21 and meet their compatriot, the Princess 
Boncompagni. Miss Bancroft and the librarian told of the ad- 
vantages which the library wished to furnish them. Miss Rowell, 
the district nurse, told of her work. The Princess, after her own 
word of greeting, explained in Italian what had been said by 
the previous speakers. At this meeting the Italian women de- 
cided upon Thursday evening as a time when several could come 
to the library for instruction in English. ‘This class was started, 
Miss Gertrude Rockwell kindly assisting the librarian in the 
teaching, but it was discontinued before the end of the year. 
The Princess Boncompagni has presented the library with a care- 
fully chosen collection of 156 books in Italian. This comprises 
Italian Classics, representative English literature in translation, 
such as Mark Twain, Cooper, Dickens and Scott, also books of 
travel, science, fine and useful arts, and history. The gift arrived 
at the very end of December and will be made ready for circula- 
tion early in 1920. 

The Library is especially grateful to the Worcester Public 
Library for its prompt and liberal response to our requests for 
the loan of books; to the Milford Daily News for regularly print- 
ing new book lists, together with other items of library interest ; 
to all who helped make the Italian party a success; to Mr. Adin 
Messinger for several beautiful bunches of gladioli, and Miss 
Anna Bancroft for the gift of hot house flowers in addition to 
those regularly furnished from her garden. 

I would express my sincere gratitude to the Trustees for 
continued help and support and to Mr. Meade for faithful, ready 
service both as librarian’s assistant and as janitor.

We submit herewith the Thirty-fourth annual report of the 
School Committee. 

In considering the financial statement it should be borne in 
mind that our Town Treasurer received from the State Treasurer 
about the middle of November, 1919, the sum of $2,227.76 in par- 
tial reimbursement of the town for its payment for supervision 
and teaching for the school year ending June 30, 1919. 

This payment was made under a law passed by the Legis- 
lature of 1919. 

The schools have suffered many losses by resignation during 
the past year, the most serious being the resignation of Mr. F. G. 
Atwell as Superintendent of Schools, the latter part of December 
on account of ill health. Mr. Atwell was elected in October, 
1908, being the third superintendent in the District, formed by a 
Special Act of the Legislature in 1894. Under Mr. Atwell’s ad- 
ministration, the standard of the work of the teachers improved 
materially, and he had given loyal and faithful service up to the 
time of his resignation. 

Mr. Carroll H. Drown was elected Superintendent of the 
District and took up the work January 20, 1920. 

Of the nine teachers who resigned, three left to accept matri- 
monial positions, two to take positions where larger salaries were 
expected, two left the teaching profession, one to accept a post- 
war occupational position, and the ninth for a general change of 
conditions. 

We were fortunate that although there was a shortage of 
teachers, Mr. Atwell succeeded in obtaining others so that 
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schools opened in September with a full force of capable in- 
structors. 

Commencing with September, 1919, through the local Dis- 
trict Nursing Association assisted by the Red Cross organiza- 
tion, the towns of Milford, Mendon and Hopedale, have been 
furnished a school nurse without expense to the towns, the ar- 
rangement being made for the school year 1919-1920, and with 
view of demonstrating the advantages of such a nurse to spend. 
her time in school work. 

If the arrangement is continued another year, there will need 
to be a salary paid and a definite division of the time and salary 
of the nurse among the several towns.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND CITIZENS OF HOPEDALE :— 


Complying with the request of your committee, I present the 
following report of the Hopedale schools for the year 1919. 

Since I have been connected with the schools but a few days 
previous to the present writing, it is impossible for me to write an 
original report of the year’s work. 

_ The report as given embodies the special reports of the 
school principals and heads of departments as sent to Superin- 
tendent Atwell. 

In the first visits made the schools I am very favorably im- 
pressed with your most commodious and excellent school build- 
ings and equipment; the good working spirit, of all teachers, 
pupils and others connected with the schools; and the high stand- 
ing and attainments of the schools in every respect. 

The long faithful service of Mr. F. G. Atwell in his care- 
ful supervision of the schools, with the assistance of the school 
committee and all concerned, has resulted in a well organized ef- 
fective working school system. 

The words of commendation heard on every hand, show the 
high esteem in which Mr. Atwell is held and the mastery he had 
of his work. We hope the high standard he has obtained may be 
continued. | 

Principal Arthur C. Johnson of the high school reports that 
in spite of the handicap in losing six weeks on account of the in- 
fluenza, the school by speeding up, was able to cover the required 
work for the year. All of the customary activities were carried 
on, and the school also found time to learn patriotism from sev- 
eral of its former members on their return from our country’s 
service. 

These intimate accounts of experiences on land and sea and 
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in the air, has served to bind past and present members of the 
school into a closer union. 

The school honor roll designed by Robert H. Girvin, Jr., of 
the class of 1919, together with the service flag with its 58 stars, 
will perpetuate the memory of our High School boys who served 
their country in the time of its need. 

In the annual competition for the Peace Prizes which are 
offered to the pupils of Bellingham, Hopedale, Mendon and Mil- 
ford by Mr. Henry L. Patrick in memory of his father, Delano 
Patrick, Robert H. Girvin, Jr., and Kleber A. Campbell, Jr., 
won first and fourth prizes, respectively. 

The lantern slides which the school committee has provided 
for use with our Opaque Projectoscope, and the records for use 
in our Foreign Language classes, have done much to add interest 
and effectiveness to the class work. 

One of the noteworthy events of the year was the visit of 
Professor Coombs of the Worcester Polythechnic Institute. He 
gave an inspiring address on the advantages of the higher edu- 
cation. ‘The two thoughts which he emphasized—Opportunity 
and Responsibility—may well serve as the watchword of our 
education. ‘The school has added this year to its curriculum the 
study of Trigonometry for the pupils who are planning to enter 
a school of Technology, and Community Civics for all. 

It may be of interest to the citizens of Hopedale that their 
high school enjoys all the privileges of certification to College 
which any school can obtain. In the past six years our high 
school has sent more than half its sixty graduates directly to 
College or State Normal School. ‘Twenty-two of its graduates 
have entered college and nine Normal Schools in that time. The 
following table gives the number of graduates who have entered 
the colleges named:

The class which graduated this year has made a noteworthy 
record for itself in many respects. Eighteen of the twenty mem- 
bers who entered from the grammar school four years ago, or 90 
per cent. graduated this year, either from this or other high 
schools. In this class of fifteen graduates—the largest in the 
history of the school—twelve are continuing their education in 
higher institutions. Seven have entered college, nearly all with- 
out conditions. One member of the class had completed his 
Freshman year at Massachusetts Agricultural College when he 
returned in June for his high school diploma. 


GRADE SCHOOLS. 


Miss Haven, principal of the Dutcher Street and Freedom 
Street schools says that the work of the grades for the year has 
been very generally satisfactory. The conscientious work of the 
teachers has produced effective results. She feels that the per- 
sonality, sympathy and fairmindedness of the teacher counts as 
much as her equipment and the boys and girls quickly feel and 
respond to these qualities. Upon these qualities depend the suc- 
cess or failure of the school. 

The town was fortunate in the selection of four new teach- 
ers in this time of great scarcity of teachers; and though there 
were some interruptions at first on account of these changes, all 
now is proceeding smoothly, and the instruction in most respects 
has been especially good. 

Miss Haven has emphasized that the making of good citizens 
and loyal Americans is the primary function of the schools. 

Hopedale teachers are especially fortunate in having ample 
quantity and good quality of supplies for school use. 

There is still the lack of warm lunches for the small child-

ren who cannot go home for dinners. Some provision should be 
made for this. 

Both pupils and teachers feel the inspiration for healthful 
living given by the school nurse, and all are eager to follow the 
advice and suggestions given by her. 

It is urgently desired that parents visit schools as often as 
possible as an advantage to pupils and teachers. Exercises by the 
different grades are held in the school hall the last Friday after- 
noon of the month during the school year, to which parents are 
most welcome. 

As we look over the school year, we think of the busy, happy 
children who have done, at least, a fair year’s work amid pleasant 
surroundings, thus receiving a part of the inheritance which is the 
legitimate right of every American citizen. 

Miss Antoinette F. Batchelor, principal of the Park schools 
reports that the schools in the building opened in the fall with a 
registration of 102 pupils, 36 in Grade I, 23 in Grade II, 25 in 
Grade III and eighteen in Grade IV. As grades three and four 
are in the same room under the direction of one teacher, the num- 
ber was too large for effective work. This difficulty was remi- 
died to some extent by transferring all those children in grade 
three who live in the section across the bridge to the third grade 
in the Dutcher Street building. The present registration of the 
Park Street building is 95. 

The effects of the enforced vacation during the fall of 1918 
is felt to some degree, especially in the third grade, where the 
work was also broken up by several changes in teachers during the 
year. 

The teachers are trying to fulfil their obligations as trainers 
of citizens. A definite period is given to Civic instruction, but it 
is also the underlying aim in every subject and in every activity 
of the schools. 

The teaching of thrift is being carried on by the schools in 
this building, by practicing economy in the use of supplies, by in- 
vesting in Thrift Stamps, and by becoming members of the 
Happy Jack Club. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 


The Manual Training course in the High School and grades 
has been conducted as follows :— 

The Freshmen and Sophomore classes have been grouped as 
one and have two periods of 40 minutes each week on Monday. 
The work done by these pupils consists of simple furniture build- 
ing as umbrella racks, stands, tabourets, etc., using mortise and 
tenon joints principally. A few Junior and Senior pupils are 
finishing projects started last year as music cabinets, wall cabi- 
net, tool chest and table. 

The ninth grade pupils have two periods of 40 minutes each 
week on Monday. The work done by these pupils has been 
principally planing, sawing and boring, making such models as 
broom holder, pedestal, match safe and selected projects within 
their scope. 

The eighth grade pupils have two periods of 40 minutes each 
week on Monday. The work done by these pupils has been the 
learning of the construction and use of the tools, with particular 
reference to the plane and saw, making such models as key 
boards, pen and pencil racks and bread board. (A gluing process 
goes with this. ) 

The seventh grade boys have two periods of 40 minutes each 
week on Tuesday. The work of these pupils has been the same ~ 
as that of the eighth grade as they both started this year. Next 
year the eighth grade and those above can be advanced one year. 

The Mechanical Drawing course in the High School 
has been treated in a new manner and the pupils have been 
divided into two divisions. The first division has Mechanical 
Drawing one period of forty minutes on Monday and one 
period of the same time on Tuesday. The second division has 
the same amount of time on the same days but at different periods. 

The first year course takes Mechanical Drawing from the 
start and advances through sixteen plates. As some of the pupils 
have made drawings at random it was necessary to start all at the 
beginning and at present six plates have been completed. 

Next year the divisions will be made according to advance- 
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ment, the first division starting at the beginning and the second 
division going ahead. 

For the future, Mr. Chilson who makes this report suggests 
more time for the Mechanical Drawing. Also the installation of a 
cabinet to keep drawings, material, instruments, etc. Many pupils 
have stayed over and taken advantage of spare hours, being much 
interested in the work. 


COOKING. 


Outlines given by the Instructor, Miss Florence Bennett. 

Grade VIII.—Preliminary Lessons. Care and use of equip- 
ment. Personal appearance and study of the following :—cocoa, 
apple, milk, cereals, starches, bread, quick breads, soda and cream 
of tartar, steamed mixtures, gelatin, scalloped dishes, freezing, 
canning. 

Grade IX.—Use of the same foods in more and advanced 
form and in larger quantities. Deep fat frying, pastry, experiment 
with yeast, study of beef and wheat, fire building. 

First Year High—Different dishes prepared but involving 
the same principles as grade 9. All dishes used for school lunch. 
Calculation of costs in connection with lunch, jelly making, etc. 

Second Year High—DMore advanced work in different class- 
es of food, calculating the food requirements in calories, invalid 
cookery, serving meals, waiter’s work, preservation of foods. 


SEWING.—lInstructor Miss FLORENCE BENNETT. 


Grade VII.—Practice stitches on sampler, basting, running, 
back stitch, hemming, overcasting, overhanding—as applied to a 
bag, holder, towel, cap, cooking apron. 

Grade VIII.—Practice sampler, blanket and button hole 
stitch, button holes, sewing on buttons, hemstitching in table run- 
ner, cross stitching, darning, patching, cutting and making slip, 
sewing on lace. 

Grade 1X.—Practice sampler and seams, cutting and join- 
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ing bias strips, binding, facings, making kimono or nightgown, 
simple dress. 

High I.—Study and use of sewing machine, machine made 
apron, measuring for width and spacing of tucks, use of insertion 
in a design, lingerie dress. | 

High II.—Practice sampler, four kinds of plackets, smock- 
ing, rolling and whipping, lingerie dress. 


MUSIC. 


The music supervisor, Mrs. Flora Binks, reports the music in 
the Hopedale schools in excellent condition. 

At the beginning of the school year the Hollis Dann Music 
Readers were purchased for all grades, and are proving success- 
ful. The songs and sight singing material are so interesting that 
many of the children have asked to take the books home. 

Although the high school is smaller than usual, the pupils 
are doing splendid work and are very enthusiastic. 


DISTRICT SCHOOL NURSING. 


Miss Lillian M. Sinclair, the school nurse, began work on 
September 15th, 1919. 339 pupils were examined with Dr. 
Knight, the school physician. 319 notices were sent home; 250 
had defective teeth, 15 adenoids, 41 abnormal tonsils, 4 impetigo, 
1 St. Vitus Dance, 1 acne, 1 coryza. 

Examinations for Pediculosis were. made and some cases 
found. ‘These were kept at home for a few days for scalp treat- 
ment. The nurse has had thirty-five follow up cases at the homes. 
A large number of cases need dental care. 


FREE HAND DRAWING AND ART. 


The supervisor Mrs. Flora Binks, reports the following: 
“We are endeavoring to make our art courses efficient in the 
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sense that the time of the pupil shall not be wasted; that he shall 
be taught mastery of himself as well as of his materials; that 
he shall not be taught something merely because it has tradition 
behind it; that he shall not be taught anything that he will have 
to unlearn afterwards; that he shall not be given the bad habit of 
working only when he feels like it, but shall be given an Art 
education thoroughly practical and adjusted to the needs of the 
modern business life and technical proficiency.” 

We have attempted to keep this in mind in planning the 
year’s work for the Hopedale schools. 

Drawing and Manual training in the upper grades and high 
school are correlated whenever possible. The wood cut out in 
the Manual Training classes is brought to the drawing classes to 
be decorated. ; 

The same idea was carried out with the sewing classes in 
the eighth and ninth grades. The children made table runners 
and black oil cloth bags, then designs were applied in the draw- 
ing period. 

Paper cutting, nature drawing and construction were em- 
phasized in the lower grades. 

In the South Hopedale school, the same general plan is fol- 
lowed as in the other grade schools, with a grouping of classes 
that seem fit for the work in hand. 

The above includes the ideas given in the various special re- 
ports. They indicate that effective work is being done in the var- 
ious phases and activities of school education. 

In the next annual report the superintendent will endeavor 
to outline his ideas, aims and plans of school work, with a general 
survey of what has been accomplished during the year.

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HOPEDALE’S WELCOME 


TO ITS SONS RETURNED FROM THEIR MILITARY 
OR NAVAL SERVICE IN THE WORLD WAR. 


On December twentieth, nineteen hundred and nineteen the 
Town of Hopedale gave a Welcome Home to its Sons returned 
from the Military or Naval service in the World War. 

A committee of twenty-seven with Mr. George A. Draper as 
Chairman had charge of all arrangements. The expenses of the 
occasion were financed through the generosity of Mr. Draper. _ 

The veterans assembled at the Fire Department Headquar- 
ters where from two o’clock an informal reception was held and 
to which all were invited. ‘The Hopedale Brass Band furnished 
music. ‘Target shooting on the minature range of the building 
was enjoyed by those interested. 

Just before six o’clock the men formed into line and with the 
Hcpedale Brass Band marched to the Town Hall where a ban- 
quet was served to the veterans and members of the committee. 
The viands were of the best in quality and bountiful in quantity. 
During the evening the Boston Festival Orchestra furnished 
music ; chorus singing was led by Song-leader Humphries. 

Between courses Gold Medals prepared for the occasion 
were presented to each veteran. The Medals represented upon 
one side in relief the seal of the Town of Hopedale supported by 
an. Eagle; upon the reverse side was engraved the name of the re- 
cipient and the inscription. 

‘United States Military Forces 1917-1919, Presented by the 
Town of Hopedale, Mass.” 

One hundred and eighty of the medals were prepared for the 
veterans, and in addition one duplicate was deposited with the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, Boston, Massachusetts, for its 
permanent Collection of Medals. The town has a properly in- 
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scribed receipt for this medal signed by Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
President of the Massachusetts Historical Society. 

Following the banquet, Frederick P. Fish, Esquire, of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, was introduced by Mr. George A. Draper as 
the speaker of the evening. Mr. Fish gave a brief talk devoted 
largely to loyalty, patriotism and duties of good citizenship. He 
was followed closely by every one present, and all who were priv- 
ileged to hear the address were fortunate.
